PARIS. March 6.—The fall of 
Cologne appeared imminent today

DIET AND HEALTH 


Diagnosing Ills 
O f The Digestion 


THE nervous system is the part 
of us that feels and has sensations, 
but not even the nervous system 
obtrudes itself as often into our 
consciousness as the digestive sys­ 
tem. Nor is even the nervous sys­ 
tem as sensitive to various psy­ 
chologic stimuli. 
A disagreeable sight or bad 
news or a quarrel is just as likely 
to make one nauseated as it is to 
affect the nervous system in any 
way. 
Primitive Organ 
This can be rationalized by say­ 
ing that the digestive system is 
the old primitive organ. In the 
lowest form of anima! life, and in 
the earliest days of our develop­ 
ment, we are stomach and intes­ 
tine before we are anything el-e. 
But besides that, the digestive 
system is very well supplied with 
nerve plexuses and has many con­ 
nections w ith the central nervous 
system. The solar plexus was the 
part that got into popular knowl­ 
edge first, but there are many 
plexuses besides the solar ail along 
the length of the digestive canal 
and these are connected on the one 
side to the central nervous system 
and on the other to other plexuses 
of the digestive tract. 
So on the one side an emotional 
state may be tiansm itted to the 
stomach or intestines and on the 
other a local condition in the in­ 
terim*. let us say, may be trans­ 
mitted to other parts and show up 
as stomach or nervous symptoms. 
Form of Indigestion 
To put this in a different way, 
when a doctor has found that a 
person under his care has a form 
of indigestion which is not due to 
organic disease he can begin to 
figure whether it is emotional in 
origin or reflex. 
The first step in solving a prob­ 
lem in indigestion then is to de. 
cide whether there is any real or­ 
ganic disease present.. And this is 
no simple task. One can envy the 
fellow who knows he has acid in­ 
digestion and that all he needs is 
plenty of soda. 
He goes along in the happy be­ 
lief that he has solved everything, 
that acid stomach is an entity, 
that there is nothing els# behind 
it, and when he has calmed the 
symptoms with soda, everything 
is restored to normality. 


Pitfalls and Blind Alleys 
But the digestive tract is a 
long and winding road, lined with 
pitfalls and blind alleys and sub­ 
ject to all sorts of derangements. 
The first step for the physician 
who would successfully treat a pa­ 


tient of this kind is to get him to 
tell the most complete story or 
history of all his symptoms. Then 
the whole man must be examined 
from head to foot. 
Then the blood and the digestive 
secretions must be submitted to 
laboratory examinations by chem­ 
ical and microscopical means. The 
X-ray is called into action and all 
the course of the digestive tract 
examined and outlined. Only then 
is there a possibility of deciding 
whether stomach ulcer, gallstones, 
inflammation of the small or large 
intestine or appendix trouble is 
present. 
It «eems like a large order when 
there are so many sick people of 
this sort, but nothing chort of this 
is proper consideration for the 
people of the present scientific 
age.

The average gro ss income from 52 Farm Security Adm inistration 
.secured farm s in this locality in 1944 w as $40.00 per acre, Cornell K. 
Copeland, supervisor of the F. S. A., United S ta te s D epartm ent of A g­ 
riculture, revealed Tuesday. Forty-four of these farm s are located in 
P ickaw ay and eight in F ay ette counties. 
Financial reports on the productivity of these farm s showed: $18 00 
per acre operational costs; $10.00 per acre, fam ily living costs. The re­ 
m aining $12.00 an acre Income was 
used to purchase w ar bonds, capi­ 
tal goods and to pay debts on real 
estate and chattels Debt paym ents 
constituted 28 percent of gross in­ 
come or about twice the average 
annual paym ent. 
The sale of hogs and dairy pro­ 
ducts am ounted to more than half 
the farm gross income. 
These farm s which average 70 
acres per fam ily show’ the high de­ 
gree of productivity on the sm all 
well-m anaged farm 
Exclusive of 
the farm , living costs were $150 
per person a year. This figure is 
the sum used per person for con­ 
sum er goods for the year. 
One specific exam ple w as cited 
by Mr. Copeland. A fam ily that 
has a farm on which 50 acres are 
planted in crops had a gross in­ 
come of $3400 OO. The operating 
costs on this farm were $760 and 
living (oats $670.
